V strike on this basis might bo longas'wcll as general. Tho locomotlvo en¬

gineer would step out of his cab; tho
baker would reiuao to hake bread; tho
shoemaker would cobble no more shoes;
tho carpenter would dropliis hammer;
conductors and operators wquU aban¬
don tho street cars; not an industry
employing organized labor would bo iu
operation. Newspapers would have to
stop publication if thoy coula not find
non-uaiou compositors. There would
bo one grand, universal tie-up pending
the settlement of tho coal strike. Aftor
that, ii tho hod-carriers went on strike
there would bo another tie-up to in-
cludo everything as before.

still broader schomo, and it may not.

bv tho terms of settlement, These. op¬
erators represent tho greater part of
tho tonnage of tho district.
Miners in this locality on both sides oi

tho river say thoy will not agree to tho
compromise, for it odors them loss ad¬
vantageous terms than they conld havo
made ior themselves. Obviously not
much is to bo expected from an agree¬
